Prince Cheng Will Arrive In 


Grand Duke Boris 


' ed In J*ly — Slam's CroTrn Prince 


Comes In September — King Mene- 
Itk's Brother a, Likely Visitor, 
\ 


» A year which has been tceinorable 
for international amenities will be ren- 
dered still more -famous J this summer 
and next fall, 'when several members 
of Imperial houses will be entertained 
in the United States, says the -Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New Xork 
World. 


The Grand Duke Boris, first cousin 


of the czar and younger son of the 
brother of Alexander III., the Grand 
Duke Vladimir, is scheduled to arrive 
in the United States in July. He is 
making a tour of the world and is now 
in India. He is not traveling incogni- 
to, but his visit is not official, and no 
state functions will be organized In his 
honor. On account of his near rela- 
tionship to the czar, however, he will 
be accorded all the courtesy and for- 
mality possible at a season when the 
officials of Washington are scattered 
to the four corners of the earth. 


Count Cassini has already informed 


Secretary Hay of the intentions of the 
imperial visitor. The secretary will be 
at his summer home at Lake Sunapee, 
N. H., and it will not be for him to re- 
ceive the grand duke officially. Count 
Cassini has arranged, however, that 
the distinguished visitor shah pay his 
respects to the president at Oyster 
B;iy. The .ernbassador has taken a 
handsome cottage at Bar Harbor, and 
some brilliant entertainments will be 
given there. 


The grand duke will visit New York, 


^Boston and Philadelphia, but it Is not 
likely that he will go to Washington. 
He will land at San Francisco, where 
he. will be met by sM'r. Zelenoy. second 
secretary of the Russian embassy. Aft- 
er spending a few "days in the metropo- 
lis of the Pacific coasi he will cross the 
continent, making -leisurely stops in 
such cities as interest him. 


The grand duke Is not yet twenty- 


five years of age and is unmarried. He 
is -a soldier by profession and Is at, 
present a member of the imperial 
guard and colonel of the Azoff regi- 
ment of Infantry.

Prince Cheng, another expected vis- 


itor, is a brother of the emperor of Chi- 
na. He is famous through his associa- 
tion with LI Hung Chang in the nego- 
tiations at tbe time of the Boxer trou- 
bles and because he was the envoy se- 
lected to apologize to the emperor of 
Germany for the killing of Baron Ket- 
teler. He'added to the gayety" of na- 
tions by refusing to kotow to the em- 
peror of Germany tupon his appearance 
at court He based his refusal on the 
ground that the ''koto-sv" 'was an act 
of reverence reserved especially for hia 
own emperor. William II. tried by ev- 
ery Diplomatic method to overcome the 
scruples of the Chinese envoy without 
effect and a ludicrous compromise was 
the result ' 


Prince Cheng is accompanied by a 


suit of ten persons, among whom are 
several distinguished Chinese states- 
men and scholars. Prince Cheng will 
arrive in this country some time in Au- 
gust 


It is likely that a similar programme 


will ,be followed in entertaining these 
eminent Chinese visitors as during the 
recent visit of Prince Henry and of the 
French representatives to the Rocham- 
beau celebration. A special delegation 
will be appointed by the secretary of 
state to receive them and to entertain 
them throughout their visit It is ex- 
pected that John W. Foster will be a 
member of this committee and proba- 
bly W. W. Rockhill, both having acted 
in a similar capacity when Li Hung 
Chang made his tour of the United 
States.

The use 
of money "for partisan and lobbvine 
purposes in aid of administrative 
measures pending before Congress," 
he declared, "served to emphasize the 
irresponsible and dangerous character 
of arbitrary military rule anywhere, 
whether temporary or permanent." 
"The subject, he went on, "demands 
the investigation of Congress and the 
prompt punishment of the offending 
official, if he can be reached through 
criminal or military law. 


"The history of the country does 


not furnish a more flagrant breach of 
official duty, as well as official propri- 
ety than that presented by the miscon- 
duct of Wood 
Yet he 
has neither 


been arrested nor rebuked nor cen- 
sured, nor called to account by the 
Administration, but public attention to 
the scandal was sought to be diverted 
by the sudden interposition of a spe- 
cial message to Congress imperiously 
demanding the passage of a miserable 
compromise 'twenty per cent' measure 
of 'Justice to Cuba' " 


The Republican party was next ar

Father McGrnil Secured File of Le 


Colonle For a Year Past. 


Mr. Robert T. Hill of the geological 


survey, who returned recently from 
Martinique, tells an interesting story 
of the enterprise of Rev. Father Mc- 
Grail, chaplain of the Dixie, says the 
Washington Post. 
When tbe vessel 


reached Fort de France, Father Mc- 
Grail, realizing the value to the party 
of a complete file of Le Colonie, the 
only newspaper published in St Pierre, 
for- the year prior to the destruction of 
that city, and especially those issues 
for the two- months immediately pre- 
ceding the eruption, went about over 
Font de- France collecting stray copies 
here and there until finally he had a 
complete file for tbe twelve months up 
until the. city, ,w.as destroyed. ' 
» 


These he intended for the use of the 


Dixie party and was about to dis- 
tribute them among the various mem- 
bers when Mr. Hill called his attention 
to the vast value of this perhaps the 
only file of Le^ Colonie for tbe twelve 
months up until the eruption in ex- 
istence and which gives the details of 
the Mont Pelee phenomena from the 
day the volcano first showed signs of 
activity up until tbe day before St. 
Pierre was swept from tbe face of the 
earth. So Instead of following up bis 
first intention Father McGrail kept the 
file, which is still in his possession and 
which in all likelihood will be deposit- 
ed in the library of congress. A move- 
ment is now on foot to secure tbis val- 
uable file for the library, which will in 
all probability be successful. 


The work of gathering-together cop- 


ies of Le Colonie involved A great deal 
of walking about from house to house/ 
Tbe people of Fort de France set no 
store by them, however, and in this re- 
spect Father McGrail had no difficulty 
in securing them. 


SHALL LEE HAVE A STATUE? 


Charlen Francl* Adam* Prophesies 


One to Stand In "W'axlilngrton. 


Charles Francis Adams of Boston de- 


livered the oration before the Phi Beta 
Kappa society of the University of Chi- 
cago the other day, bis subject being, 
"Shall Robert E. Lee Have a Statue?" 


He said in part: I hold it to be cer- 


tain that the year 1963 will recognize 
the somewhat essential fact indubita- 
bly true, that all the honest conviction, 
all the loyalty, all the patriotic devo- 
tion and self sacrifice, were not, any 
more than all tbe courage, on the vic- 
tors' side. 


Lee represented, individualized, all 


that was highest and best in tbe south- 
ern mind and the Confederate cause, 
the loyalty to state, the keen sense of 
honor and personal obligation, the 
slightly archaic, the almost patriarchal, 
love of dependent family and home. 


I look forward with confidence to the 


time when the bronze effigy of Robert 
E. Lee, mounted on his charger and 
with the Insignia of his Confederate 
rank, will from its pedestal in the na- 
tion's capital look across the Potomac 
at h!s old home at Arlington, 


When that time comes, Lee's monu- 


m^nt will typify the historical appreci- 
ation of all that goes to make up the 
loftiest type of character, military and 
civic exemplified in an opponent once 
dreaded but ever respected. 


Above all, it will symbolize and com- 


memorate that loyal acceptance of the 
consequences of defeat and tbe patient 
upbuilding of a people under new con- 
ditions by constitutional means which 
I hold to be the greatest educational 
lesson America has yet taught to a 
once skeptical but now silenced world. 


MAEVELOUS BUBSTS 01 SPEED. 


Long StretcUe» of Track Covered at 


the Kate of More Tliaii Eiulity-fl-. o 
Miles an Hour—Schedule Beaten on 
Both New York Central and Penn- 
sylvania Itoads. 
Speeding at times at more than 


eighty miles an hour and maintaining 
an average of nearly fifty miles au 
hour, including stops, between Kew 
York city and Chicago, new records 
in railroading were established by the 
New York Central arid Pennsylvania 
railroads tbe other day, gays the New 
York Herald. Duplicate trains oa each 
road, moving east and west with the 
speed of the wind and yet controlled 
with the precision of clockwork, cov- 
ered tbe distance of 980 miles oil one 
road and 912 miles on tbe other and 
arrived at their destinations 
before 


they were due. 


It was just 9:26 o'clock the other 


morning when the Twentieth Century 
limited of the New York Central pulled 
into the Grand Central station. The 
train was four minutes ahead of time. 
The Pennsylvania special arrived in 
Jersey City at S:3G o'clock, which was 
two minutes before tbe train was due. 
Fliers on both roads made the west- 
ward run in three minutes less than 
the scheduled time of twenty hours. 


By the inauguration of the twenty 


hour service between New York and 
Chicago, length of ran considered, 
American railroads take the first place 
among the great carriers of the world 
for Ions* distance runs. The Sud ex- 
press of the Orleans and Midi railroad, 
wh'ch makes the 486*4 miles from 
Paris to Bayonne in eight hours and 
fifty-nine minutes, is the world's fast- 
est train, as it averages 54.13 miles an 
hour for the distance traveled, which 
is approximately one-half the distance 
frora New York to Chicago. 


The Twentieth Century limited in 


covering OSO miles, or more than dou- 
ble the French road, with an average 
of forty-nine miles an hour is, ia the 
opinion of railroad men, entitled to pre- 
eminence as the world's most famous 
train. The Empire State express very 
nearly equals the speed record of tbe 
Sud express, but the new flier to Chi- 
cago does all tha^t the Empire State 
does and much more besides. 
The 


two great trains of England, the East 
Coast express and the West Coast ex- 
press, one running to Edinburgh and 
the other to Glasgow from Londpn, av- 
erage fifty miles an hour for a distance 
of 400 miles, which is less than from 
this city to Buffalo. 


Even faster time for short stretches 


was made by tbe "westward' bound" 
trains, which reached a maximum of 
ninety-five miles an hour on the Penn- 
sylvania. 


Possibilities of even shorter runs to 


Chicago are suggested by the speeding 
of the Central and Pennsylvania fliers 
when long stretches of flat country 
were reached. The Twentieth Century 
limited made its fastest miles in In- 
diana. The train shot past Rolling 
Prairie, a small town in that state. pro- 
Ing a mile in forty-two seconds or at 
the rntc of 85.7 miles an hour. For 
three miles this great speed was kept 
up, but so smooth was the track and 
the train so well balanced that the pas- 
sengers could hardly believe the testi- 
mony of their stop watches. Between 
Chicago and New York there were 
eight stops for tbe Twentieth Century 
limited. 


Locomotives were changed at each of 


these, involving a few minutes' delaj'. 
From Albany locomotive No. 2,000, 
with Colonel Van Voorhees at the 
throttle, brought the train to New 
York. The run down the Hudson was 
made in two hours and fifty-one min- 
utes, or an average of fifty miles aYi 
hour. All of the passengers agreed that 
the trip was delightful and that no in- 
convenience had been felt by tbe great 
speed. 


With, its shorter route tbe Pennsyl- 


vania reaches-Chicago in twenty hours, 
with an average of only 45M; miles an 
hour, but it has some neavy grades to 
climb in crossing the Alleghany moun- 
tains. The Pennsylvania special which 
made the eastward run left Philadel- 
phia twelve minutes late. During the 
run to New York the lost time was 
made up and the highest rate of speed 
of the trip from Chicago was reached. 
Between Philadelphia and Newark sev- 
eral miles were 'timed at the rate of 
eighty-six miles an hour. It was thirty- 
six minutes after 8 o'clock when the 
train pulled in at Jersey City, which 
was two minutes ahead of the sched- 
ule. 


Arriving in Chicago, the Lake Shore 


flier was four minutes in advance of 
schedule time and the Pennsylvania 
three minutes. Officials in Chicago on 
both ronds say that an eighteen hour 
ran could be made under conditions 
just as satisfactory. The highest speed 
attained by the 
Pennsylvania was 


ninety-five miles an hour for one spurt 
The Lake Shore's top speed was nine- 
ty miles an hour. Its engine was not 
pushed at any time to the limit The 
Pennsylvania train spun off miles in 
forty-two, forty-three and forty-four 
seconds near Dune Park,

proportion to their height than any 
other breed of fowls. 


When tbe chickens are grooving fast, 


it is a. good plan to mix a little bone- 
meal in their soft feed. 


Smearing whole wheat with kerosene 


or turpentine and' feeding it to the 
chickens is a good remedy for gapes. 


Adding some carbolic acid and put- 


ting on hot will secure much better re- 
sults fiom the whitewashing of the 
poultry IIOUPC.

they want.
